We 
had l*en all alone and craving food 
till we became so weak Lhat I really 
thought we would topple over. 1 
thought for two days about oatinu 
Mertz, for I was about 100 miles away 
fro mthc base, but I finally buried him 
une went on.

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The Honor System 

In view of some rather uncalled-for discussion just recently aris- 
en, it may be well to anticipate the correspondence columns by a 
few remarks here. 

In certain American universities, subscription to a pledge 
against all forms of cribs and cribbing i< practically an entrance re 
quirement. This is a type of "Honour System" which not 
only degrades the student's w%rd to the level of a court witness's, 
but shows a very low state of college ethics. When machinery is 
running properly, it runs smoothly, and when means of checking 
dishonesty have to be discussed, it is a smn of trouble. We have 
not had, nor have we required, any such discussion hitherto at Mc- 
Gill. No "honour system" definitely so called, exists, rather a 
healthy public opinion. It is hoped that no proposition of this na- 
ture will be mooted now, and that no class or faculty, still less the 
University will be made to suffer for one or two isolated instances 
which are no indication of general opinion or practice.

Addr ess on Japanese Ideals 



Delivered by Mr. Yada, Imperial Consul General for Ju|ian in Canada, before the Women's Canadian Club 



The subject I have chosen l s "Some 
National CbaracteriSsloa and Humane 
Movements o£ the Japanese people." 

In dealing with this subject, 1 might 
at the outset, sny very frankly that 
I have no inienMu-i of offering any 
apology for my people as regards their 
condition of i.-ivilizatun. 

As a nation, we arc one of the oldest 
Civilisations to-day on the Globe, and 
what we stand for and aim to be, has* 
been well exemplified in our actions 
and conditions as a progressive people 
during the last half century. You will 

people cmfwyp cmfwyp pppppppj 

forgive me iiiyinj Lh.it while my 
people have those peculiar weaknesses 
common to all gre it race* of the hu- 
man family, yet I am proud of the 
spirit of conservative idealism and de- 
sire for progress and enlightenment 
which has animated the Japanese peo- 
ple throughout the- centuries. Yet, 
while this Is tru?, wo all realize as 
members of the great human fam.ly, If 
I might be allowed to repeat that ex- 
pression, that between nations and 
great groups of nations on différent 
contincnt.-î of this planet, there has 
been for centuries and still, sad to say 
exists, a veil of international lgnor« 
am o regarding each other; and a race, 
or what some might c-ill a color, pre- 
judice, which prevents ,or has until 
lately prevented, the great races of the 
earth from coming to a rational know- 
ledge >f one another. All students of 
cosmopolitan knowledge and Insight 
re.-iize this unfir'.unato condition 
which is exaggerated in many coun- 
tries by what ls called localism. 

For this reason I feel sure that there 
is much in tin national life, idools, 
alms and conditions of a numerous 
Oriental people BUCh as mine, which 
I Is either hidden from ,or mlsunder- 
i stood, by many of the peoples of the 
I outside w.irld. rWve closing these 
1 prefatory remarks, I would like to state 
i that It ls recognized by leading Ja- 
panese, that no country tn the world 
! seems to have reached such a true 
I appreciation and recognition of the na- 
1 tlonal character and Ideols of the Ja- 
panese people, as have the rulers and 
statesmen of your great Kmplre. 

Realizing, however, this Imperfect 
knowledge of one another, 11 will b< 



two great leaders wer-j at war with 
each other for a period of fourteen 
years. One of thes • Kensbin, so r.ms 
l he. iid Japanese oh*onlcle, wept aloud 
on hearing of the death of his great 
loi num. Shingen. The former it wa-s 
who set noble example for all time in 
his treatment of Shingen. The latter, 
whose province was In a mountainous 
region away from the ocean, depended 
upon the Hojo Province fur salt, ono 
of the commonest necessities of life. 
The HOJO Chief, to weaken him, 
though not openly at war, had cut off 
all traffic, in lhi3 important commod- 
ity. h7.eU8h.in, hearing uf his enemy's 
embarrassment, wrote him his opinion 
of the Hojo Lord's dishonorable act 
and saying that he ha.d ordered his 
subjects to furnish Shingen with plen- 
ty of salt .adding. "I do nul light with 
talt, but with the sword." This is only 
one instance of many similar stories 
with which our feudal history abounds. 

To come down to quite recent times, 
I might refer to the well-known hu- 
mane and hospitable treatment of tho 
Russian prisoners on the part of the 
Japanese people. To such an extent 
was this felt that the prisoners them- 
selves declared that they left Japan 
with great regret and strong feeling 
of regerd and respect for their late 
footnen. in further lllustation of this 
spirit of humanity coupled with a 
strong sense of h 'iior and promptitude 
with which Japan fulfilled her treaty 
obligations, I would like, in common 
Justice to my people, to quote that 
distinguished British ex- Ambassador, 
Sir Claude MacDonald, in his defence 
of Japan in the London Times, Sir 
Claude said: 

"It. wan my privilege to be British 
representative at the Court of Toklo 
from the commencement of the nego- 
tiations Which preceded the war be- 
tween Japan and Russia until peace 
was signed. Incident illy, also, It was 
my great privilege to oe an instrument, 
though .a very humble ( ne, in the mak- 
ing of the alliance, alluded to by the 
German theologians. Mav I therefore 
venture to state as follows: The 
whole world knows with wliat splen- 
did VSjOr our allies fought, bip It is 
not known as generally as I 'hlnk it 
ought to i,e, how straightforward,

count, necessarily superfiolal, of th 
spirit which has Insplted the Japanese 
perple through the ages down to the 
present, nnC which they have inherited 
as the religions, m irai, and ethical 
influence in their notional life, tin 
common with other gnat world-races.

I will give some Illustrations r* the 
mohl conspicuouk patriotic and charit- 



able institutions in Japan These 
comprise the Reel Gros» Society, the 
Women's i*atriotic Society, the Saisel- 
Uai, anil many others. 

The Red Cross Society of Japan 
was created by the permission of the 
authorities In conformity with the pro- 
visions of the civil c id -. This society 
is under the exaltud patronage of iheir 
Majesties, tho limperor and Empress. 
The honorary president beiP-E a prince 
of the Imperial Family. 

The soi i-ty conl irms to the de- 
cisions of the International conference 
held at Geneva in October, 1863, and 
to the principles e»f the Convention 
concluded .at the same .dty by the 
Governments of Europe in August, 1SU4 
and to those of the convention con- 
eludeded at tho Hague In 1899 be- 
tween ihe various Governments With a 
view of applying tho principles of the 
Geneva Convention of Mi to naval 
battles. 

The objects and functions of the 
society are to e.-are for the- wounded 
ami sick during war. it may also un- 
dertake to cure injuries or diseases 
caused by natural catastrophJeg or 
other disasters in time of peace. Since 
joining the Geneva Convention in 1888, 
the society's record haa been one of 
steady progress. Tins was spi 1 .ally 

notable after the Japan-China war of 
1894-95, and after the Boxer troubles 
of ISÛU. The two hospitil steamers 
"iiakual-MorU" and "Kosxi-Maru" 
have rendered Invaluable services in 
conveying to Japau ihe wounded and 
sick both Japane se and foreigners. The 
society's hospital at To'tio Is repute-d 
lu accommodât Ion and arrangement, 
as the best In the l-ar Hast. It trains 
nurses in a thre »-ye i. - coarse, each 
lotal branch maintains a similar sir 
vice, and tho society has turned out 
thousands of nurses. The jtatlstlcs .of 
the society for KM.', show eleven hos- 
pitals and medical corps, 76 dOCtOW 
Ï57 pharmacists, and nurses and a 
membership of i,59').:iJs. The total va- 
lue of its proper! ybelng assessed at 
yen 26,993,418. The btattstlcs of 1913 
show an Increase in .-nembershlp up 
to 1,632,752, 

During the lute war with Russia, our 
army made all necessary equipment for 
administering relief to tin sick and 
wounded. Yet. owing to the ever In- 
creasing number of soldiers and also 
to" the severity of the battles, our 
army found Its sanitary corps iuade- 
qiifite to meet all emergencies, li was 
more than gratifj ing that the relief 
E*"iviees have proved great st.ccess 
through the assistance of our Red 
Cross Society. During the war the 
soejety despatched Ms relief detach- . 

mentSi - hospital siiipj and one column 
of stretcher-bearern, all of winch ren- 
dered services both on lind and sea. 
This shows that the Institution is al- 
wajs well mating -d and thoroughly 
equipped. By the way, 1 may men- 
tion that the total number of soldiers 
dispatched to the front amounted to 
one million two hundred thousand, of 
whom It was found 80,000 were killed, 
rsii.tioo wounded and 800,000 sick. Nev- 
ertheless, it was a remarkable fact 
that of this vast number only about 
'.OnO died from wounds and 20,000 
from sickness, owing to the devotion 
and skill of our sanitary corps In co- 
operation with which our Red Cross 
staffs played a prominent part 

I might add tint this association has 
recently sent three separate corps to 
the front, In the proS4rjt war; the one 
to Russia is already In'the field per- 
forming its humane work, the second 
is now in New }ork on Its way to 
England, The tliirJ left Japan In the 
middle of December and is also destin- 
ed for the teat of war In Western 
Europe, 

Another very remarkable associa- 
tion Is the Women's Patriotic Society 
of Japan, the wonderful growth of 
which gives perhaps the best indica- 
tion of the recent awakening Of Ja- 
panese women. Created In 1901, its 
membership in i!M2 numbered over 
800,000. 

This nssoo.Htion was founded by an 
old woman of obscure Origin »nd OWeS 
its present prosperity to lier single- 
hearted devotion 

Madame Okumura, b»ing strongly 
nffeited by the Incidents connected 
with the Boxer troubles in Northern 
cinna in mon. resolved to organize 

a patriotic league. She called on 

twenty million slst-îi's throughout the 
realm to sive the ost of one si irl 
and give it to the country. The phe- 
nomenal success of this BOdetj and 
Its general work arc Shown by the 
following statement : 

100,000 yen has l>«én disbursed year- 
ly for the relief e.f Invalided soldiers, 
their families and those if the kl led 
it also educates orphans of soldiers 
killed in war. At present 639 boys ire 
oared for. this number soon t.. be in- 
creased to i.ooo. it also has work 
houses for disabled soldiers end tii-ir 

families or :h>' families el those kl t - 
le-d in war. 

There are ftfty-one charity hospitals 
throughout Japan. The most Import- 
ant of these charity hospitals Is Hi" 

"Saiselkai," Which has been recently 
organized. The late Emperor donated 
to this Institution .n I9ii. une and a 
half million yen. Many wealth) peo- 
ple also making iib >ral contributions 
The funds collected -n far amount to 
twenty -six million \<n. 

Resides those ahOVO mentioned, Ja- 
pan has at prese.i' over two hundred 
and sixty benevolent institutions, 
which nr- classified as follows: 

orphanages, r.j; nurseries, in. .i.*.u- 
ums for the destitute, 60; ragged 
school, 55; invalid soldiers' and their 
families homes. 10] ex-convicts' homes, 
60; blind, deaf and mute schools, S; 
leper asylums, 6; not to mention pub- 
lic and private reformatories, all per- 
forming great philanthropic work 

throughout the cit es and towns and 
country places of the land.

ENGLAND 

The long-expected German raid has at last taken place. The 
raid was evidently directed against the country place of Queen 
Alexandra, but the Royal Family had left Sandringham several 
hours before the bombs were dropped. In any case, the nearest 
bomb to the castle fell a mile away. It is uncertain as yet as to 
whether the Germans visited England in Zeppelins or in aeroplanes. 
The Pall Mall Gazette, London, is of the opinion that the Ger- 
man raid on England is one of the best recruiting agents Britain 
could have. The feelings stirred up as a result of the air raid will 
make recruiting comparatively easy for the English. 

England is searching for spies to-day, along the east coast, as it 
is realized that the Germans could have found out about the move- 
ments of the Royal Family only by information from Britain. 

RUSSIAN 

The Russian Cossacks have made another victorious charge 
against the German lines. By this they have forced back the ad- 
vance lines of the enemy to within nineteen miles of Thorn, the 
great German military base, uponwhich the Germans are depend- 
ent for their supplies in the Poland campaign. 

The Russians have regained their old position on the left bank 
of the Bzura. The Siberian troops captured two trenches and held 
them against eight counter attacks by the Germans. 

FRANCE 

The Allies are reported to be generally successful in the French 
theatre of war. There has been no serious action in the vicinity of 
Soissons, and the Allies feel that their position there is secure. 

It is reported that the Germans are withdrawing their big guns 
from Ostend to Hcyst. Two 28-centimetre guns were transferred 
on Sunday to a position on the coast near Heyst. 

The enemy have made an attempt to destroy a French bridge 
at the mouth of the Yser, but were circumvented by the French, 
who, in turn, destroyed a part of the German defences at this 
point.
